Dispite Robbins’ WUS Plea: Resigns Post To | 


Plebiscite to Judicial Body 


Despite an impassioned 


plea by Jerry Robbins, WUS 


Northern California chairman, Student Council refused to 


reconsider last week’s action 


denying WUS approval to 


hold their fund raising drive next semester. WUS’s policy 
was disapproved last week due to an existing ASSSC policy 


prohibiting the holding of two 
fund drives in a single 


major 
semester. The Student Loan 
Fund Drive is scheduled for 


this spring during Hornet Holi 
dav 

‘Emotional Committment’ 

Robbins presented a_ brief 
history of WUS and also stat- 
ed the aims of the organization 
He emphasized the fact that the 
drive is net a charity project 
but must be considered as an 
“emotional committment” on 
the part of the students to the 
problems of the world. 

He further stated that this 
drive was just as worthy a pro- 
gram as the Student Loan Fund. 
Appealing to the Council's busi- 
ness sense, he stated that in 
terms of dollar investment, the 
returns would be much greater 
than those of the loan fund 
drive. 

John Krier, ASSSC business 
manager, stated that it would 
be disadvantagous to both drives 
by asking campus organizations 
to sponsor activities for both 
affairs. The returns for both 
drives would be down from pre- 
vious levels, he concluded. 

Still Have Activities 

Jay Nolan, men's representa- 
tive, suggested the possibility 
on leaving the date of the drive 
as scheduled but with the stip- 
ulation that major fund raising 
activities could be held during 
the spring semester, This end- 
ed the discussion. The WUS 
drive will be held this semes- 
ter as scheduled

Sacramento State College students needing money to 


pay for 
borrow 


their education or other pressing needs can now 
from the National Defense student loan program. 


This program allows full time students, capable of good 


academic standing, to borrow from $1,000 
$5,000 during the entire course ~ 


of higher education. Students | 


do not ordinarily have to pro 
vide security or endorsements. 

The payment peried on the 
loan begins one year after the 
borrower ceases to be a full 
time student and the payments 


can be drawn over a 10 year 


period at three per cent per 
annum, 
Student borrowers who be- 


in one year to 


come full time teachers in pub- 


lic elementary or secondardy 
schools need not repay 10 per 
cent of their loan, plus interest, 
for each academic year of teach- 
ing service, up to 50 per cent 
of the loan.

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Magazine of Literary Quality Is Abandoned

The fali issue of the Sacra- 
mento State Review ciearly in- 
dicates that all attempts to pro- 
duce a college magazine with 
literary quality have been aban- 
doned. 

Past editions of the magazine 
were notable for their poor 
composition, but this was due 
largely to the famine of qual- 
ity submissions——-not to the ed- 
itorial attempts to turn the mag- 


azine into a teen-age bulletin 
board 
it will not be surprising, 


however, to see this new edi- 
tion reach a higher sales per 


centage than the previous 
failures. The change in the 
magazine's format is obvi- 


ously designed to attract the 
more profitable area of the 
campus rabble. By featuring 
the format of a junior high 
scheol yearbook, the Review 
has successfully directed its 
journalistic, sub-lilerary ener- 
gies toward the lowest com- 
mou denominator of appeal 
and material—a positive way 
to increase circulation and de- 
crease quality. 


There are no essays offered in 
the new expurgated edition 
no source for exciting the hor 
rors of controversy Perhap 
this is to make the magazine 
safe for maiden aunt grand 
mothers and the omniscient 
eyes of the DAR. Perhaps the 
staff wished to suppress the rise 
and discussion of serious issues 
and thoughts in order to pro 
tect the immature enroliment 
from contemplating anything 
more. profound than their pim- 
ples.

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Editorial Comments... 
Council's Heavy Hand 


Sacramento State College has consistently contributed 
very substantial monies to the World University Service. It 
is the consensus that WUS is beneficial in all respects. How- 
ever, Student Council Wednesday may have placed 4 
dampening hand on the outcome of this year’s fund raising 
drive. 


During Council session Jerry Robbins, Northern Cal- 
ifornia WUS chairman, appealed to the board asking a re- 
consideration..of last week’s vote to disallow holding the 
fund raising campaign during the week of February 13-17. 
During the spring semester the Student Loan Fund Drive is 


held, and according to ASSSC policies, only one drive of 
this nature is to be held per semester. The WUS drive was 
calendared for November, but through lack of coordination 
a WUS chairman for SSC was never appointed. It was acted 
upon last week that the WUS drive to be held during the 
week of January 16-20. Obviously quite a short time to co- 
ordinate a week’s program. 


An alternate week of February 27 to March 4 was pro- 
posed by Robbins as there are no activities scheduled for 
that time. A counter arguement was given that it would 
conflict with Hornet Holiday’s Student Loan Fund Drive, 
being but six weeks distant, and that clubs and organiza- 
tions could not feasibly participate in both. WUS, we feel, 
would not require any organization to spread itself so thin 
that it could not effectively participate in both. 


Granted, the lack of coordination and communication 
f dates, however, no organi- 
zation should become so 
tied to policy that it can- 
not make an exception. 

We feel that Council’s 
move to uphold last week’s 
decision may seriously jeop- 
rodize the success of this 
year’s campaign.
